OR PLAN BEGUN 


Police Department Handling 
System With Public to 
Get Protection 


LIONS INTRODUCE PLAN) 


Other Groups, Individuals Are! 
‘Given Opportunity of 
Getting Records 


An opportunity for citizens 
to carry a copy of their finger- 
prints and cfficial identification 
cords is today Offered everyone 
in the Upland district. Identi- 
fication cards are being issued 
bv the city, signed by Police 
Chief J. F. Sewyer and City 
Clerk E. C. Mehl, and bearing 
the official city seal. 

Members of the Upland Lions 
club and guests yesterday ob- 
taiued identification cards, this 
peing -the first definite step here 
in issuing cards. All citizens, 
who qualify, will be issued_iden- | 
tification cards and the move- 
ment, under way here, is ex- 
a aed to spreadtocther cities. 

urpose of the cards is to en- 
ae citizens to give proof of 
their identity wherever they 
are, to give them protection and 
to aid them in time of emergen- 
cy. Record of all fingerprints 
would make possible identifica- 
tion of everyone. 

The card calls for signature, 
fingerprints and description. 
Duplicates cf the cards are filed 
by the police department. 

As a state-wide movement the 
California Lions clubs are urging 
the identification card plan. The 
Upland club, however, is the 
first one ever to definitely launch 
it on a city-wide scale. Local 
citizens and other local organi- 
zations at expected to avail 
themselves of the opportunity 
to obtain the cards. Other Lions 
clubs may also take the lead in 
their coramunitics, thus extend- 
ing the plan over the state. 

Strong endorsement of ‘the 
identification card plan was 
given at the club meeting by J. 
Lorraine Loch, Ontario chief of 
police, and Mayor P. H. McQuil- | 
len. Mr. Loch pointed out that 
Mexico requires the fingerprint- 
ing all persons over 7 years 
of age.

fication card movement. Largely 
as the result of his interest and 
leadership in the project here, 
fhe cards were issued yesterdav. 

The cards are of the usual 
size for  billfolds or purses. 
Spec is provided for the finger- 
printing of four fingers. The 
city clerk and pclice chief sign 
the following declaration: ‘The 
signature, description and _ fin- 
gerprints are guaranteed as au- 
thentically belonging to the per- 
son named.” 

Also on the card is the fol- 
lowinz: “This is issued only to 
a person of reputable character 
ang a duplicate filed with the 
department.” 

The identification plan is of- 
fedei as one that will appeal to 
all law abiding citizens. As the 
result of the advantages of tin- 
gerprinting becoming widely 
known, this type of record is no 
longer identified only with crim- 
inal work. 

Persons may obtain identifica- 
tion cards by calling at the po- 
lice station. Cecil Myers is in 
charge of the local fingerprinting 
department. ;
